A DOG SURGEON. 


The Wilmington (Bel.) Daily Commercial 


of tho 1st iust. has the following: "One of 
tho most remarkable instances of sagacity 
aud animal reasoning — for it is more than 
instinct — that we have over yet heard of 
took place yesterday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Wkitfield Crawford, south east 
cornerof Seventh and Madison streets ia thig 
city. The principal actors in the case were 
a largo dbg belonging to Crawford, of the 
St. BernardinGjand Newfoundland breed, 
about two years old, who readily answered 
to the name of Carlo, and an ordinary do- 
mestic house cat named Dick. Between the 
two a strong feeling of friendship has al- 
ways existed, each sharing the other's meals 
and at night Dick, appreciating a soft bed, 
always found it by laying upon the top of 
his good nntured friend Carlo. 


On "Wednesday last, on Mr. Crawford's re- 


turn from market, he cut a piece of fresh 
moat into small pi-jcca for Dick, but acce- 
den tally a needle snd thread lying close by 
got mixed up with the meat. This poor Dick 
swallowed, or attempted to swallow, with 
tbe meat, but not " succeeding, the needle 
stuck in his throat, from which cause he of 
coures suffered intensely, and in all his suf- 
fering ho had the entire sympathies of his 
friend Carlo.

A son of Mr. Crawford, coming home from 
his labor, was met by Carlo, who turned and 
ran to where tho needle was, nnd smelled it 
as if to explain tho caeo more fully to the 
now comer.

; turns out his calves to clover ns soon as 


there is au abundance of feed. He first 
feeds on sweet milk, then on wanned sour 
milk, with a little moal or shorts, and on 
turnips, but continues tho milk alone for "n 
abort time, lessening the quantity gradually. 
The calves are then left in the field, by 
themselves, getting only a little salt till the 
clover is out. 
Finer calves than his are hard 


to Und. One of fio important points in 
raising calves is, in tho earliest stage, to 
gradually change from one diet to another, 
A change fro'm hay -toj grass iu tho first 
tender growth aud tho calf a late one, is 
often followed by the scours, tho same as 


' when cold (sour) milk is given whore the 


habit was to have it warmed. Grass can be 
fed to calves in Winter as well as Summer. 
Clover when cut about tho time of blossom- 
ing, or when the heads begin to color nuO 
well curctljdiffers f i on pasture gros i only in 
the quantity of wat?r, and affords the fiuesi 
of early spring feed, making tho 
charjgo 


less great from hay—the usual rather ripe 
product—to grass.—[Live Stock Journal.
